Prom about M.iy, 1944 until approximately October of 
1947 JARYKOWSJiYJ was a member of the Ukrainian Insurgent Army 
(UPA) in the Ul-craine. Ho served as a lieutenant in the Supply 
Division and was located in the area of Przomysl, the Western 
part of the Ukraine. This area is now within the territory of 
Poland, 

Generally members of tho UPA who traveled to Germany 
prior to 1947 are not cligibln to bo members of the subject 
society. This restriction docs not applyto UPA members who 
were officially dispatched from the Ukraine, 

Within the UPA wore groups or sections, trained in the 
principles of sabotage. JARYKOWSKYJ, as' an officer of the Supply 
Division, did not roc-.-ivo this traJ.ning, 
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' JARYKOWSKYJ r-. called that }.io was 3 membor of tho 
Polish Army in 1930 and that in about September of 1939 this 
Amy was captured by the Gormans. lie remained a captive until 
ho was roleosod in 19.',;.? for the purpoao of a visit to his home 
in the Ukraine. ^oncral TARAS^CllbPRYNlCA was Congnand er of 
th e UF A. 

Tho subject ;;oc:h t> pnyn i|‘^10.00 dues per year for the 
right of mombershlp in t^,^:/u);.rainl.an (..'ougrosa Committee, 50 , 
Church Street, Kew Yovi’. C'ty. The society is not alligned with 
either STEPHANdWAWDIJRA or AtiDii'hT.^iililitlYK. Some of the morabers 
admire VANDERA bocauao t)^' y bdiuvc that ho has made a gallant 
fight against Bolshevism. 

The purpose of boo aocioty is to promote social 
contact between its im lobo.v- oud to afford moral support to 
the Ukrainian cause of iiidoponcioncG .

kill himself immediat . ly If captured by the Russians and that 
if any UPA member is susuoct.ort of being a Communist spy he is 
executed.

He related th->t ciubjcci- oi’ganization in tho United

Mr. SAWOZIiK described the aforementioned Ukrainian

to Siberia* He stated th : for the most part UFA members had
